hope it would. That such an innovation 
was tried was the result of a peculiar 
combination of circumstances. 
It was 
found tnat a g reat many people were 
riding on ears without depositing a 
nickel in the box es provided to receive 
the fares. 
It was also found that the 
receipts of the road would not justify 
the employment of conductors at the 
wag es usually paid those functionaries, 
althoug h conductors were manifestly 
needed. 
While the manag ement of the 
road was vainly endeavoring to find a 
way out of the dilemma the superin 
tendeut, Joseph P 
Myers, sug g ested 
that young women be employed, as they 
would be willing to work for less money 
and, on a small line like that at 
Chilli 
cothe, could probably do the 
work 
eq ually as well as men 
In answer to an advertisement insert 
ed m a local paper over 100 women ap 
plied for places. From these seven wer< 
carefully selected. They are all of g ood 
family and of personal attractiveness, 
and since they have undertaken the 
work havo found few unpleasant feu 
tures connected with it. They receive

"If you plant your bulbs sing ly, 4 
inch pots will be larg e enoug h for them. 
In (1 inch pots you can put two bulbs, 
and in 7 inch ones four may easily be 
accommodated. 
Tulips and narcissus 
should be just covered with earth. The 
hyacinth should be about half its depth 
in soil. 
Water well at the time of pot­ 
ting and then put the pots away in a 
place that is dark and cool and leave 
them there until they form roots. 
This 
part of the treatment is very important, 
and those who ig nore it will be pretty 
sure to make a failuie of bulb g rowing , 
so far as flowers are concerned. 
"The Roman hyacinth is much 
pref­ 
erable to the ordinary sort, as it throws 
up several spikes from each bulb, its 
flowers are more g raceful, ami it is 
more likely to bloom. 
The best tu lip s 
for forcing are the early sing le v a r ie ­ 
ties. 
The best narcissus is the g olden 
yellow soit, with cup of creamy white 
Do not bring these bulbs to the window
